GERMANY TO FORCE ISSUE 
ON ARMED MERCHANTMEN 


Holding of Crew of Yar- 
rowdale as War Prisoners 
Furnishes an Opportunity. 
United States Opposes the 
German Contention.

Berlin, January 21.—(Via London.j— 
A summary of the German admiralty’s 
official statement on the detention as 
prisoners of war of neutral satlors 
aboard armed merchantmen captured 
by the German naval forces was Ca- 
bled to the state department at Wash- 
ington by Ambassador Gerard last 
evening. This is the only information 
yet available regarding this develop- 
ment in naval procedure. 

German official circles profess to re- 
gard the case as affording an oppor- 
tunity for negotiations looking to the 
settlement between America and Ger- 
many of the status of armed merchant- 
men. Since the men in question are 
safe and the case is not complicated by 
the loss of human life, as might have 
been involved had it arisen from the 
destruction of armed merchantmen by) 
submarines, optimism over an amicable 
adjustment is expressed here. 

Since the issuing of the German mem- 
orandum on armed merchantmen earlier 
in the war, German authorities have 
held that a ship which mounts guns, 
whether they be intended for defense 
or offense, loses its status as a private 
commercial craft and becomes a war- 
ship. Sailors taking service on such a 
ship, these authorities contend, lose 
their neutral status, just as if they 
had enlisted in the naval forces of a 
belligerent.. Therefore, these sailors 
are liable to treatment as prisoners 
of wer, it is held. 

These grounds are set forth in the 
second annex to the German prize code, 
which states explicitly that the crews 
of armed merchantmen which offer re- 
sistance to German naval forces shall 
be treated as war prisoners. Though 
‘the memorandum and the prize code 
take this stand, the problem has been 
heid in abeyance. 

Of late, however, the armed mer- 
chantman issue has again become 
pressing, and the belief is growing that 
the government will take advantage 
of the situation created by the bring- 
ing into a Gertaan port of the prize 
ship Yarrowdale, with the crew held 
as prisoners of war, to bring the ques- 
tion to a head. 

GERMAN SEA ROVERS 
FLYING U. S. FLAG. 

Rio Janeiro, January 21.—The min- 
ister of marine has received a tele- 
gram from the captain of the port of 
Pernambuco confirming the previous- 
ly reported declaration of the com- 
mander of the Brazilian steamer Ma- 
ranhao that he had encountered two 
cargo vessels, accompanied by two 
auxiliary ship's, believed to be Germans, 
all flying the American flag. 

The- Brazillian government, in addi- 
tion to sending out the coast defense 
ship Deodoro to guard the northern 
coast of Brazil, has decided to dispatch 
the scout cruiser Rio Grande do Sul, 
which -will cruise between Port Natal 
and Fernando da Noronha island to 
keep close watch on the coast in these 
waters. The two vessels will leave 
for the north Tuesday. 

The Rio Janeiro newspaper, A No- 
ticia, says that about one hundred sail- 
ors from the German gunboat Eber, 
interned at Bahia, are reported to have 
embarked on the Swedish steamer St. 
Croix, which left Rio Janeiro four 
days ago and is said to have met the 
German raider on the high seas for 
the purpose of putting these men 
aboard. These sailors had been in- 
terned on Cobras Island, in the Bay of 
Rio Janeiro, for more than a year. 

A representative of this newspaper 
inspected the German steamer Hohen- 
etaufen in Rio Janeiro harbor and de- 
clares that the vessel was taking on 
provisions and water and had steam 
up. The Hohenstaufen and another 
German steamer, the Caproca, accord- 
ing to A Noticia, have made prepara- 
tions to put to sea. | 

Reports have been received here 
that manifestations in favor of the 
Germans took place on board the Span- 
ish steamer Leo XIII. when the work 
of the raider became known. A num- 
ber of the passengers aboard pro- 
Pie watutater of marine declared to- 
day that the Brazilian warships watch- 
ing the coasts have been given instruc- 
tions to capture any raiders operating 
in any manner that might injure Bra- 
zil’s neutrality. Without attaching any 
credence to the reports that German 
steamers were planning to escape from 
the ports where they are interned, the 
minister said emphatically that orders 
had been issued to the captains of the 
ports .to prevent any secret departure. 

The minister of marine has thus far 
received no exact information as to the 
nationality of steamers reported on the 
north coast. This referred to a dis- 

atch from Macao to the newspaper A 
Noite, reporting the presence of vessels 
near Touros, north-northwest of Port

‘Dr. Porter said he was to sit for 
his portrait yesterday, but was unable

You 
know the rest.”

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WOMAN WILL PRESS 
CHARGE OF BIGAMY 
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Cashier Ragsdale Is Found 
Guilty in the Tift County 
Court of Embezzlement 
From Omega Bank. 
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\MISDEMEANOR SENTENCE

, former cashier of the Bank of Omega, 


_charged with embezzlement of approxi- 
mately $10,000 while acting in that ca- 
pacity, returned a verdict of guilty ear- 
by this morning. The verdict con- 
tained a recommendation that he be 
sentenced as for a misdemeanor. Sen- 
tence probably will be passed by Judge 
Eve tomorrow morning. The case 
went to the jury late Saturday. 

Mrs. Perry Burton, of Hot Springs, 
Ark,, a witness for the _ state, who 
claims she was married to Ragsdale a 
l year ago, left Tifton today, after de- 
claring in an interview that it was her 
| intention to sue Ragsdale for a divorce 
‘when again reaching Arkansas, and 
also bring a charge of bigamy against 
him. Ragsdale has a wife and child 
in Georgia. 

Resenting the charge of Ragsdale, 
that she lied when she swore he had 
married her, Mrs. Anna Perry Bur- 
ton has pledged herself to the mis- 
sion of bringing to Ragsdale the hu- 
miliation and grief which she declares 
is her portion as the result of her al- 
leged marriage to the former cashier. 

“There is a law in Arkansas against 
bigamy. Georgia has the same law 
and it is an extraditable offense. It 
is my purpose to proceed immediateiy 
under the laws of my state for a di- 
vorce, and regardless of the outcome 
of his troubles here prosecute him 
for a crime against me and society, 
with particular reference to his first 
wife and dear little girl.” 

Woman Shows Letters. 

In this manner did Mrs. Perry Bur- 
ton express herself before leaving to- 
day for her home in Arkansas. No one 
who heard her talk can doubt foxy a 
moment the intensity of her indigna- 
tion or her purpose as regards Rags- 
dale. 

Mis. Perry Burton ~carries with her 
letters which she declares were writ- 
ten to her by Ragsdale after the ltat- 
ter left her in St. Louis and went to 
Kansas City, at which point he was 
arrested. These letters were carefully 
gone over by officers of the Bank- 
ers’ Trust company an they declare 
the writing to be Ragsdale’s. One of 
these letters, written on the stationery 
of the Louvain hotel, Kansas City, 
reads as follows: 

“Darling: I must confess that I am 
at a loss to know just what you mean 
by being nearly crazy. If I had gone 
without saying goodby you might have 
worried. I told you just where I was 
going and what for. I thought you 
would not worry. I have at last got 
a place that will about half-way keep 
us alive, if you have not made up your 
mind that you do not want to try me 
again. I would be tickled to death to 
have you come over here and share my 
luck. I admit the future does not look 
very bright, but if you can put up with 
it for a while I will do my best for you. 
If, however, you have made up your 
mind to go home I cannot help it. You 
should have more board coming to you 
since I have not been there all my 
full time. Write me at once. Loving- 
ty, CHet.” 

Under date of February 21, 
Ragsdale, or Burton, as “Wife 
claims he then was known, wrote her, 
she claims, from Kansas City, request- 
ing that his overcoat be sent him by 
parcel post, as he had no money for 
other purpose. Mrs. Burton at that 
time was living at 200 Floyd avenue, 
St. Louis. 

Denies Ragsdale's Claim. 

“Ragsdale left me with only five dol- 
lars when he skipped St. Louis. Now 
he says he never saw me. The rascal, 
111 make him pay for it. He also says 
Il went to his home in Banks coynty 
last summer and asKed for money. 
There is not a word of truth in that 
statement.- 1 took a detective with me 
to identify him, and the question of 
money.was not mentioned. Later I did 
write him for $1,000, because he not 
only had ruined me,gbdut he put me in 
the hospital for a long time. I fee] 
then and 1 feel now that $1,000 was 
small compensation for the evil he 
wrought into my life. 

The marriage certificate snown by 
Mrs. Perry Burton bears the date Jan- 
uary 18, 1916, and is witnessed by Rev. 
iO. O .Steele, of Hot Springs, Ark. The 
document carries the proper seal and 
record of filing. 

“When Georgia gets through with 
Ragsdale, alias Burton, Arkansas wants 
him, and wants him bad,” was the last 
declaration made by the angry Mrs. 
Burton as she boarded the train for 
Hot Springs, where she proposes to set 
the law’s machinery in operation.

Postponed from last week a meeting 
of the executive committee of the 
Southeastern Land show management 
will be held in the assembly room of 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce at 
10 o’clock next Friday morning, to be 
followed at 8 o ’clock in the evening 
by a general public "meeting in the 
same hall, the purpose of which will 
be to add impetus to the enthusiasm 
in the enterprise already exemplified 
and to pointedly instruct the public 
upon just what the land show is to be 
and what it can be made to mean to the 


southeast. 

At the executive committee meeting 
each officer of the land show organi- 
zation will render a report of what 
has been done in his department, the 
aggregate of the reports to lay before 
the committee a comprehensive presen- 
tation of the exact status of affairs. 
It will show that the big undertaking 
Shas been accomplished—that the land 
show is ready. And the report of the 
exhibits manager will show that not 
only has all of the booth space been 
contracted for, but that as early as 
last Saturday applications for space 
had come in from seven different 
sources, only to be filed, because they 
could not be granted. Only in the event 
that some who have contracted for 
space fail at the last moment to utilize 
what: they bargained for can any of 
these tardy applications be filled. 

Several men of prominence in Geor- 
gia and others oO the southeastern 
states will deliver brief addresses at 
the public meeting Friday night. At 
this meeting, too, the committee on 
program will render a detailed report, 
reading the complete, approved pro- 
gram for each day of the show, from 
February 1 to and including February 
15. This program is being worked out 
with great care and the tentative draft 
of it shows that there will be some- 
thing doing every minute, and some- 
thing that will be educational while en- 
tertaining. = 

One big “day” of the show definite- 
ly decided upon is to be “Fertilizer and 
Soil Improvement day,” February 6, 
which entire day will be devoted to 
scientific instruction in soil prepara-

That is a 
rather frank question, but here is your 
answer: 

I have seen women who looked fifty 
at thirty, but never before have I seen 
a woman who looked forty at seventy- 
one.

I asked her the segret of this won- | 
derful youth and enthusiasm of hers. 

It is most interesting, and the for- 
mula would doubtless prove invaluable 
to every woman, for where is one who 
lives not in dread of that day when 
her accusing mirror shall say to her, 
“My dear, you are gettifig old!”

Czar Nicholas Says in Re- 
script to the New Russian 
Premier—Armies Must Be 
Fully Supplied. 


London, January 21.—An _ imperial 
rescript has been addressed by Em-* 
peror Nicholas to the new Russian pre- 
mier, Prince Golotzine, calling upon 
him, among other things, to see that 
the government devotes its first atten- 
tion to the question of supplies for the 
armies of Russia and concentrate itself 
upon the development on a large scale 
of the measures recently taken in this 
connection. The text of the rescript, 
as transmitted by Reuter’s Petrograd 
correspondent, reads: 

“Having intrusted you with the re- 
sponsible post of president of the coun- 
cil of ministers, I deem it opportune to 
point out to you the pressing problems

“This ngte points out that the cen- 


\tral powers, especially Turkey, not de- 


siring entente territory, had no reason 
whatever to begin the way. The en- 
tente, however, a8 a matter of common 
knowledge, the note continues, covets 
territory of the central powers. Thus, 
it continues, France wishes Syria and 
Alsace-Lorraine; Italy desires south- 
western Austrian provinces; Russia 
wants Constantinople and the straits, 
and a large part of Anatolia, and Ebug- 
land wants Mesopotamia and Arabia. 

“Equally known, the note adds, are 
the intrigues of the entente conducted 
in an effort to hamper Turkey’s evo- 
lution and realize the plan for the par- 
tition of Turkey, in spite of the prin- 
ciple of nationalities which, as a matter 
of fact, is a subject of indifference to 
the entente immediately its own inter- 
ests are at stake. The proclamation 
of a British protectorate over Egypt, 
where the population is alien to the 
English race; the annexation of Cyprus, 
where there were no English; the oc- 
cupation og Tripoli by the Italians, 
where the Italians were simply in- 
truders; the visionary dream to give 
to Russia Constantinople and the Mar- 
mora basin, where an overwhelming 
majority of the population is Turkish 
and Mohammedan—all of these are 
pointed to as violations of the principle 
of nationality.

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AFTER-WAR PROBLEMS 
OF FRENCH INDUSTRIES 


New York, January 21.—The Ameri- 
can Indu'strial Commission to France 
made public today the first instal}- 
ment of an extensive report it is to 
make to the American Manufacturers’ 
Export association, -dealing with the 
condition which probably will confront 
the industries of France at the close 
of the war. 

The American industrial commis- 
sion was invited to France by the 
French trade commission, Which visited 
the United States in 1915. 

The report said in part: 

“It was found that there is much 
reconstruction and new building ready 
to be undertaken. 

“In France, along the battle front, 
more than 400 factories have been 
destroyed and within the invaded re- 
gion it is said that the plants have 
been denuded of machinery, tools, raw 
materials, building equipment and 
everything of value. 

“Since the war a number of com- 
panies in the north, unable to operate 
their mills, have started new plants 
in other sections of France, frequently 
so located that they will ultimately 
benefit from the exceptionally fa- 
vorable water power in the Vosges and 
the Alpine regions. 

“It is likely that an industrial sur- 
vey will be made to locate the plants 
where they can operate at the best 
advantage. 

“New Plants, up-to-date in every par- 
ticular, are arising in sections in which 
industry has been heretofore hardly 
found. 

“We often heard the hope expressed 
that—after the war—American manu- 
facturers and American capital would 
co-operate with lIFrench interests and 
erect new plants in France. There is 
disclosed here a large field for Ameri- 
can enterprise which we think is well 
worthy of study. 

“France and America are not likely 
to be serious competitors in the world 
market because their strength lies in 
different directions.”

London, January 22.—Throughout 
Sunday thousands of persons flocked 
to East London, hoping to satisfy their 
curiosity as to the effect of Friday's 
explosion in the munitions factory 
there. None of them, however, was 
able to obtain a near view of the 
scene Owing to rigid police regulations 
and could only wander through the 
outlying streets where most of the 
windows were shattered by the con- 
cussion. 

The newspaper reporters who were 
allowed to approach nearer the scene 
describe what was formerly the site of 
the explosive store as a hole a hun- 
dred yards across and etghty feet 
deep with masses of earth, iron and all 
sorts of wreckage c@vering an area 
of about: six acres around the hole. 
Within that area the destruction wa's 
absolute. 


Death Roll Not Over 300, 

“For two days,” says The Daily Mail's 
reporter, “soldiers have been digging 
in and turning over the wreckage in 
search of bodies. About a hundred 
have been recovered, but there are 
atill more. It seems almost impos- 
sible to remove the thousands of tons 
of earth, ‘stone, iron and wood under 
which they are buried. On the whole, 
however, one is struck far more by the 
number of people who escaped than by 
the number killed. Judging 
from the fact that most of the fac- 
tories were nearly empty and from 
the known proportion of casualties in 
certain houses, it does not appear that 
the death roll will exceed 300. 

“It would have been much greater 
had the explosion occurred later, when 
the people had gone to bed, for then 
they would have been blown away with 
the upper stories of the houses where- 
as, being mostly on the ground floors, 
they had a better chance to escape.” 

The papers print columns of indi- 
vidual stories, pathetic incidents and 
the freak effects common with all ex- 
plosions, such as a rickety cottage es- 
caping, even to its windows, while 
adjacent substantial buildings were 
razed: of people nearby escaping un- 
hurt, or with only slight injuries, while 
OtherS at a distance were killed. 

The destruction of the gas tank is 
described as having afforded an amaz- 
ing spectacle. The tank did not ex- 
plode, but its top was lifted off like 
a box lid and the eight million cubic 
feet of illuminating gas were liberated.

Dr. Burroughs was very low several 
weeks ago and his death was momen- 
tarily expected for three or four days, 
but a turn for the better came and he 
had been improving.

Dr. Burroughs was a member of one 
of the south’s best known families. He 
was born in Savannah April 1842, 
and resided in that city until the out- 
break of the civil war. He went through 
the entire war as member of a Georgia 
company, and after that conflict set- 
tled in Camden county, removing to 
Brunswick in the seventies, and has 
since made his home here. 

Dr. Burroughs was a historian of 
note and probably had the best col- 
lection of war relics of any man in the 
south. He had old documents and rec- 
ords which he purchased at high 
prices. He was also one of the leaders 
of the Confederate Veterans’ associa- 
tion and had not missed but one gen- 
eral reunion of that organization. He 
was a member of the Society of Colo- 
nial Wars, historian of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution and oc- 
cupied other similar positions in va- 
rious organizations. 

Dr. Burroughs is survived by six chil- 
dren, L. H. & M. H. Burroughs, of 
this city: W. B. Burroughs, Jr. of 
Jacksonville, Fla.; Mrs. C. W. Deming, 
of Tulsa, Okla.; Mrs. Clyde A. Taylor 
and Miss Lila Burroughs, of this city.

The World War 


Former Constitution Reporter Tells of 
Deeds of Heroism by the American 
Members of Foreign Legion.

(This is the second of four installments of 
a characteristic interview with Paul Rock- 
well, up to the outbreak of the great war 
a reporter on the staff of 
The Constitution. When 
war broke out Paul Rock- 
well went to France, in 
company with his brother, 
Kiftin Rockwell, known 
in Atlanta almost equally 
as well as is Paul. The 
interview is by bkdward 
Marshall. Both of the At- 
lanta boys joined the For- 
eign Legion. Kiffin later 
became an aviator, and as 
such was killed a few 
months ago in action. 
Paul! fought in the trench- 
es until a wound in the 
shoulder forced his retire- 
ment from actual duty on 
the firing line. He still 
is connected with the Le- 
gion, although now he is 
recuperating in France. 

In these interviews Paul 
Rockwell gives The Con- 
stitution’s readers a more 
intimate account of the 
famous Foreign Legion 
than, perhaps, many of 
them ever has had before.)

“Unquestionably the Foreign Legion is the 
most interesting body of fighting men in 
modern history. Every nationality is repre- 
sented in it, not omitting those against whom 
France is fighting. One entire corps is made 
up of Turks, one of Austro-Germans and an- 
other of Bulgarians. To us who have fought 
in the Legion this fact speaks very loudly. 

“It is an interesting circumstance that 
these Teuton fighters for the cause of the 
Allies are as earnest and determined as any 
one could be. Most of them have chosen 
our side with regret, but explain that as a 
matter of conscience they could not fight 
with our opponents. 

“Tf personally know Germans and Prus- 
sians who are officers in the Legion for 
the pure love of that principle of liberty 
which they feel France represents and Ger- 
many does not. One German member of the 
Legion once was a member of the reichstag. 
He has done wonderful service. 

“South America has a very large repre- 
sentation. I have known two Peruvian cap- 
tains and one Chilean officer. There are 
Chinamen in the Legion and some Japanese. 
A Norwegian Legionnaire, a lieutenant and 
one of my real friends, was killed not long 
ago. 

“The Legion does not draw the color line. 
A coal black Abyssinian is today a sergeant 
in command of white men, and several Ameri- 
can blacks are serving in the corps. Another 
soldier of the Legion is a Gold Coast negro 
who recently was studying in the United 
States foreign missionary service. He con- 
cluded, he says, that he could serve God bet- 
ter as a soldier of the Legion than he could 
as a missionary. I think, but am not certain, 
that he has been killed. 

“For a time a Hapsburg prince was among 
the Teutons in the Legion, buf he was killed. 
Germany has no more bitter enemy among 
the fighting men in France than an :.djutant 
from Munich, today at the front in spite of 
four wounds from German bullets. He had 
served sixteen years with the Legion before 
the war began. Two Austrian adjutants who 
were with the Legion recently were killed 
by the explosion of the same German shell. 

“My first corporal was a gaunt Saxon 
named Weidman. He was killed just after 
the first war Christmas. He had served in 
the German army and had been fifteen years 
in the Legion. He had more medals than 
he had room for on his coat. We Americans 
have a soft spot in our hearts for him, for 
when he met his death he was saving the 
lives of my brother, Kiffin Rockwell, and 
Alan Seeger, another American. They were 
on sentinel duty and had been attacked by 
German raiders. 

“Seeger was a Harvard graduate, with 
to his credit some of the finest verse which 
so far has been inspired by the war. He 
was killed by bullets from a German ma- 
chine gun during the assault on Belloy en 
Santerre. 

In all, about 60,000 volunteers have en- 
listed in the Legion during the war. The 
organization has had a fair share of the 
fichting, but no more than its fair share and 
ress than it has wanted, although false tales 
have been spread from Berlin that the or- 
ganization has been pushed out to the 
slaughter. 


LEGION HAS 
LOST HEAVILY. 


“The Legion has lost heavily, probably 
in all close to 16,000 men, or nearly 25 per 
cent of its original strength, but there are 
French and British regiments which have 
lost even more than that, and German regi- 
ments which have lost much more. 

“France has shown especial) appreciation 
of these fighters who have come to her 
through pure sympathy with her fight for 
liberty. The men of the Foreign Legion 
are the best clothed, best fed, best officered 
soldiers in the French army. 

“Every officer in the whole Legion is 
a man who has made good. Not a man 
holds a commission who has not won the 
right to do so. Some have come after hav- 
ing made fine records in their own armies, 
some are men who have held command of 
French or French-colonial troops; but every 
man has earned advancement. 

FULL OF INTERESTING 
CHARACTERS. 

“The Legion is chock-full of interesting 
characters. Among the most delightful is 
Prince Sukuna, a Fiji island prince, son of 
a king and grandson of the last great king 
of all the Fijis. When the war broke out 
he was a student at Oxford... In the trenches 
he became a great friend of Henry Farns- 
worth and Victor Chapman, both Harvard 
graduates. 

“He was badly wounded in the Cham- 
pagne fighting and, partially recovering, 
went to his native archipelago to raise a bat- 
talion of his fellow countrymen for service 
in France. Presently he will come on with 
them. If they are all like him (which, of 
course, they will not be) they will be among 
the most completely civilized persons I have 
ever seen. 

“One of the fighting men of the Legion 
was formerly archbishop of Corinth. I don’t 
know why he left the church, but he is still 
fighting, and in addition to his military pay 
he draws a pension .,of a franc a day from 
the pope. 

“If all

manner of nationalities meet in 
so also do all manner of men. 
For some time I slept in the trenches with, 
on one side, a Neapolitan sneakthief who 
boasted that he had served twenty terms in 
prison, and on the other side a young Nor- 
wegian baron, Von Krogh, who had entered 
the Legion because of his high ideals and 
his great love for France. The sneakthief 
has since been killed and the Norwegian 
baron has been invalided out of the service. 
He now is in Norway lecturing on the war.”

Dr. J. Wade Conkling, of the Unitarian 
church, preached an interesting sermon 
Sunday on “The Social Program of Jesus.” 

In discussing the applications of the teach- 
ings of the Nazarine to our modern life, Dr. 
Conkling said in part: 

“What we call the ‘social order Jesus 
called the ‘Kingdom.’ What we think of as 
‘social idealism’ the\Master called the ‘King- 
dom of Heaven.” What we say is neither 
political nor economic and yet is concerned 
with all these things, Jesus included in the 
declaration, ‘My kingdom is from above; it 
is not of this world. And yet his whole 
program is of this world. 

“By the ‘social program of Jesus’ we mean 
the steps Jesus took to improve human soci- 
ety. First, an analysis of society, a clear 
understanding of it and condemnation. Sec- 
ond, a clearing of the way for a better order, 
purifying. Then the breathing into life of a 
new spirit, inspiring. And finally, building 
the real on a new foundation—creating. 

“By striking a hard blow at thinyxs as they 
were and injecting His ideals into religion 
He endeavored to create a social cunscious- 
ness. 

“We are related to society as parts to the 
whole. Social consciousness is the recogni- 
tion «f the facts of human society ard social 
and civic righteousness, the life which comes 
in answer to such a consciousness. We ore 
under the laws of the whole, not individual 
law. We cannot live unto ourselves—--we 
must live for all.” 


REV. W. A. LEE DISCUSSES 
NEW SPIRIT IN THEOLOGY 


“The New Spirit in Theology” was the sub- 
ject of the Sunday morning sermon by Rev. 
William A. Lee at Central Congregational 
church. It was the third in a series on “The 
New Day in Religion.” Dr. Lee spoke in part 
as follows: 

“Theology, however sound, is not religion. 
It is merely an attempt systematically to 
interpret religion to the mind. Religion is 
the reality. Theology is a study of that real- 
ity. It bears to religion a relation similar 
to that which botany bears to vegetation, or 
geology to the earth. It exists to make the 
Sreat fact of religion understood as a pres- 
ent reality, and not merely as a thing of his- 
tory, in order that the religious life may 
stand forth before men ag reasonable, normal, 
desirable. 

“Now, while this is a task subordinate in 
importance to the morally recreative errand 
of religion itself, it is nevertheless a task 
of strategic significance. Whether a con- 
scious and worthy religious life shall be 
cultivated, for example; or whether such a 
life shall be neglected or spurned rests not 
a little with theology to determine. If the- 
ology be needlessly archaic in speech, if it 
be unsympathetic towards the _ spirit of 
thought and life round about it, then the 
chances are that instead of being interpreter, 
theology will prove to be the opposite, con- 
fusing and antagonizing upright and thought- 
ful men, even estranging them from religion. 
But if theology rightly construes the tem- 
porary and changing task of the interpreter, 
if it remembers that the thing to be con- 
served is religion and not the ways in which 
men have spoken of religion, if it further 
remembers that effectually to share in this 
work of conservation theology must not only 
master the historic creeds but must restate 
them in the speech of its own day, then 
theology will become an interpreter indeed of 
religion, a servant and champion of the 
spiritual life of living men.” 


Dr. Lee then pointed out that one of the 


most serious spiritual disasters of the period 
from which we are but just emerging was 
the inability, or the unwillingness of the- 
ology to take on the thought of its day and 
to yield itself to the spirit of life about it. 


Peace, Not Motives, Claims 
Chief Interest of Neutrals 


Editor Constitution: The world is more 
interested today in the coming of peace, it- 
self, to Europe and all the rest of the na- 
tions of earth, than it is in the hypothetical] 
reasoning and discussions that are now fill- 
ing the newspapers and magazines as to why 
Germany is making peace proposals. 

If science is true, however, there are more 
important questions for consideration than 
the acquisition or loss of cerritory, or any 
phases of financial peril, or distress from 
hunger, food or clothing; but it is physical, 
moral and mental decadence, if not degen- 
eracy. The psychological feature of ail- 
ments, under the operation of natural law 
will inevitably become the heritage of al] the 
warring powers. Silver and gold may replace 
material losses ana misfortunes, but these 
things can never replace nor be a substitute 
for the decadence of a country’s manhood; 
nor can universities nor any institutions of 
learning ameliorate or replace that which nat- 
ural law has denied. 

We all Know that all of Europe has al- 
ready given the flower of her manhoog to 
their madness and folly, and psychology re- 
fuses to accept the belief that if the de- 
struction of human life were now to cease, 
that there is enough moral force left in the 
survivors to rehabilitate or restore them to 
their former prestige; and, again, it has long 
been an accepted theory that the effects of 
war make it impossible for a nation for gen- 
erations to come, to reproduce a type of be- 
ing of physical, moral and mental endow- 
ment, and equipage, equivalent to its imme- 
diate (not remote) ancestry. 

Il presume it is the same principle involved 
in the reply of the learned scientist when 
asked the best time to begin the training of 
our offspring? when he replied: “With the 
child’s great-grandmother.” Another strong 
reason is that the rulers of some of these 
powers realize that the people are tired of 
their present form of government and will 
demand changes. ‘Every true American can 
see the wisdom of Mr. Wilson’s tenacity for 
peace and tranquillity of our own country, 

We are proud of our government, our en- 
terprises and our institutions, but we must 
understand that our manhood and woman- 
hood are our dearest treasures; and we must 
further understand that the perpetuity of the 
possession and enjoyment of these depend 
upon the honorable and intelligent pursuit of 
such a course as will preserve them.

Ghostly Tread of Big Moose. 


(From The National Geographic Magazine.) 

Although taller than an ordinary horse 
weighing more than half a ton, and adorned 
with wide-spreading antlers, the bull moose 
stalks with ghostly silence through thickest 
forests, where man can scarcely move with- 
out being betrayed by the loud crackling of 
dry twigs. In summer it loves low-lying 
swampy forests interspersed with shallow 
lakes and sluggish streams. In such places 
it often wades up to its neck in a lake to 
feed on succulent water plants, and when 
reaching to the bottom becomes entirely sub- 
merged. These visits to the water are some- 
times by day, but usually at night, espe- 
cially during the season when the calves are 
young and the horns of the bulls are but 
partly grown. 

Late in the fall, with full-grown antlers. 
the bulls wander through the forests looking 
for their mates, at times uttering far-reach- 
ing calls of defiance to all rivals, and occa- 
sionally payers their horns against the 
saplings in exuberance of masterful vigor. 
Cther bulls at times accept the challenge 
and hasten to meet the rival for a battle 
royal. At this season the call of the cow 
moose also brings the nearest bulls quickly 
to her side. Hunters take advantage of this, 
eg A eaten ne gne = through a birch- 
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avert the serious calamity threatened by 
the invasion of the boll weevil. 

All are agreed that our only salvation Is 
to diversify our crops and make our state ab- 
solutely self-sustaining so far as meats and 
provisions of all kinds are concerned. For 
a great many years we have been robbing 
our soils in pursuing the mistaken policy of 
“all cotton,” “rations” for family, “hands” 
and “mules.” and ever-growing guano bills 
have absorbed all the ready money brought 
in by King Cotton. 

We will now be forced, absolutely, to 
change these methods. When it is known 
that the cotton crop of Louisiana has been 
cut down from 1,000,000 bales in 1904 to 
250,000 in 1913: that of Mississippi from 1,900.- 
000 in 1908 to 800,000 in 1916 and that of 
Alabama from 1,751,000 in 1914 to 525,000 in 
1916, all the result of boll weevil, we can 
see and understand the very serious condi- 
tions now confronting us. If we depend on 
cotton as in the past we will find ourselves 
bankrupt within another two or three years 

“A condition and not a theory confronts 
us.”’ 

Live stock growing must be our resort. 
Meat is very high, corn is bringing a good 
price, milk cows and beef catle are soaring 
and “‘mules are out of sight.” 

To take advantage of and properly util- 
ize to the fullest extent these conditions, we 
must have a cheap and abundant supply of 
the best quality of feed, especially for fin- 
ishing for market these meat animals. So 
long as we only grow fifteen bushels of corn 
per acre and eleven bushels of wheat and 
twenty bushels of oats, it is useless to think 
of growing meat profitably. if we depend 
on these crops for food supplies. If we can, 
with practically no expense, much more than 
double the acreage production of feed, and 
at the same time add heavy amounts of fer- 
tility and humus to our soils, we can grow 
milk and butter, beef and pork and mules 
cheaper than they can be grown anywhers 
else in the world. Our mild winters and long, 
pleasant summers place us far in advance 
of the other sections of the country, ex- 
cept that they usually more than double our 
acreage production of feed. 

There is a wonderful family of plants 
recently introduced into this state that will’ 
more than double the feeding value of every 
acre of corn in which they are planted. They 
in no way injure, but rather increase, corn 
They are the egreatest of all! 
Summer nitrogen gatherers. Millions of 
acres of land in the south, too poor from 
constant, clean, cultivation, to produce pay- 
ing crops of anything else, will give fine re- 
sults planted to them, and within two or 
three years will so build up that it will be a 
delight to see other plants growing there. 

I refer to velvet beans. Would that every 
farmer in the south could see and know what 
they are doing for our section of country 
For four years I have been doing my level! 
best to instruct and pass on the good news, 
and the more I experiment with and study 
them, the more strongly do I champion them. 
Planted with corn, the cost is limited to that 
of seed and dropping—more bushels of corn 
per acre and more beans than corn. Gather 
Out corn and turn cattle and hogs into fields 
and they will attend to harvesting. 

Walking through my fields today I noticed 
a good many beans scattered around on the 
ground where I raked up the vines, beans. 
corn stalks and all for hay, after gathering 
the corn. They have been lying there since 
October and are as sound as those in my\ 
barn gathered for seed. They will still be 
fine feed in May, unless sooner plowed un- 
der or eaten. 

I never feed my milk cows at all while 
running on them. My hogs have been killed 
right out there in the fields for five yeais, 
and no one ever saw prettier, firmer, sweete, 
meat and lard. A much larger percentage or 
lean meat than with any ther feed except 
wheat bran and shorts. My hogs and cattiev 
have been running on them since August lo, 
and could continue until June, if 1 had a 
field available to confine them in. 

know of no better nor more 
eaten feed. Then, when cooked as green peus= 
or butter beans are, they are palatable anu 
very nourishing to man. There is a splendid 
hotel in Montgomery, Ala., that serves then 
three times a day every day ih the year. A 
pound of dry beans contains much more pro- 
tein than a pound of the best beefsteak. But 
it is as a soil building and cheap feed pro- 
ducer that gives them their chief value.

“Town Farmer’ Back to Land 


Editor Constitution: 
that is taking place in agriculture in the 
south will soon bring’ about many other 
changes, only three of which I will mention 
here. 


First, the day of the “town farmer” has 
passed—I mean the man who lives in town 
and rents his land for so much cotton per 
plow. He could risk the negro with his ra- 
tion of 1 peck of meal, 3 pounds of meat and 
1 quart of syrup per week, turn him and the 
mule loose in the cotton patch and in the fal! 
collect his rent, but there is a law which 
prohibits the sale of cotton after sundown, 
and there is means of tracing it; but in the 
new order of things cotton is the by-product, 
corn, hogs,’ cattle and sheep the- staple 
No disparagement of the negro or anyone is 
intended here, but “pigs is pigs’—and so are 
facts, facts! Mr. Town Farmer will have to 
be on hand and on the job or sell his land to 
someone who will. Now is the time to de- 
cide. The Atlanta Land show is the oppor- 
tunity to sell if he can't do this. 

Second, the old-time lien business is fast 
coming to a close, where the cotton farmer 
gave his note, say, for $200 discounted at 
12 per cent, and was given credit for the 
balance, with an additional 20 per cen: 
charged for “credit prices” on meat, meal, 
flour, hay, corn, etc., that he used during the 
season to make cotton. 

Isn't it a miracle that they have ever 
fed themselves much less the rest of us and 
clothed us to boot? God has been with them 
in their struggles, but He tired of the job 
and turned a little bug loose, and he, she 
or it turned the trick. 

Third, business with the small bank—the 
branch, the “‘feeder’’—is soon to be “powerful” 
dull—buying money in New York at 5 per 
cent and selling it for 15 per cent is soon to 
cease. The farm loan bank will afford the 
farmer opportunity to get enough money on 
long time at low interest to put him on his 
feet, and he is likely to stay on them. After 
awhile the following questions and answers 
will be in order: What has become of the 
old fellow who used to leave his team stand- 
ing in the square and ran his poor old legs 
off going from one cotton buyer to. another 
trying to get 1-16 of a cent “raise” on his 
cotton? Why, he is out home today killing 
hogs, shucking corn and baling hay and has 
his cotton under shelter! What has become 
of the old fellow who used to come to town 
and “shuffle” into the bank with hat under 
his arm to borrow enough money to pay for 
his “run” and “pawn” everything but his 
wife and children” 

Why, he borrowed $500 from the farm loan 
bank at 6 per cent for ten years and now 
wants to pay off the loan five years before it 
is due. . 

What has become of the Town Farmers 
who used to make from one to four bales of 
cotton per acre (never less) sitting around 
the drug store whittling and talking about 
“Wimmin votin’,” “My cotton’s sheddin’,” “the 
country’s gone to hell and “labor's gettin’ 
so’s ‘tain’t wuth a damn?’ 

Why, he moved out to his farm, _ built 
him a nice house, has electric lights, baths, 
sewerage and every convenience of town; his 
wife is happy with her garden, chickens, nice 
milk and butter and the kiddies come to town 
in their car to school, and at home they 
run wild oe the flowers @

Railroad Legislation. 

Before the house interstate com- 
merce committee the hearing of labor 
Organization heads on the railroad 
legislative proposals of Representative 
Adamson will continue. W. S. Stone, 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
Sineers, will appear before the commit- 
tee in opposition to any measures that 
might restrict the right of labor to 
strike. Notwithstanding the president's 
insistence on such legislation the pros- 
pect for its enactment grows less prob- 
able as the time for adjournment ap- 
proaches. With this stumbling block 
out of the way nearly all democratic 
leaders and some of the republicans of 
both house's believe that an extra ses- 
sion could be avoided, and if the rail- 
road program does fail, there are few 
who believé that the president would 
demand an extra session to consider 
such legislation alone. 

There is a_ spirited contest among 
democratic senators over the majority 
leadership to be relinquished by Sena- 
tor Kern on March 4. When the new 
senate meets in extraordinary session 
immediately after adjournment to pass 
upon the president’s cabinet the selec- 
tion of a new leader probably will be 
pressed. A real contest between south- 
ern and western democrats has been 
simmering for several weeks. Senator 
Walsh, of Montana, is the candidate of 
the westerners for the leadership and 
Senator Martin, of Virginia, the choice 
of the southerners. Eastern and north- 
ern democrats are being besieged by 
leaders of both sides and at this time 
the outcome is uncertain. 

The Revenue Program. ; 

Revenue legislation soon will be be- 
fore the house for action. The reve- 
nue program, shaped by the ways and 
means committee democrats, who will 
report to the house after a perfunc- 
tory submission of the new bill to the 
republican minority of the committee, 
provides for $289,000,000 in bond issues 
to meet preparedness and other ex- 
penses and for the raising of $236,000,- 
000 by an 8 per cent tax on excessive 
profits of business and by an increase 
of approximately 50 per cent in the in- 
heritence tax rates. 

The house will have another fight 
early this week over the river and 
harbor appropriation bill. That meas- 
ure is the pending business and always 
provokes a bitter controversy. 

The appropriation measures are get- 
tine under headway. The fortifications 
bill is almost ready to report and hear- 
ines have been concluded on the army, 
navy and military academy bills and 
their framing in executive sessions is 
now in progress. The banking and 
currency committee is considering pro- 
posed administration amendments to 
strengthen the federal reserve system. 

Bills to prohibit the liquor traffic in 
Alaska and in Hawaii are about to be 
reported from the territories commit- 
tee of the house.

interview that I have ever read. 

I wanted to catch a glimpse of the 
real Bernhardt who, at 71, could live 
the life of 30. But I had not pene- 
trated the surface. 

I do not mean that there is any ve- 
neer about Mme. Bernhardt. It was 
a frank lack of just that that told me 
that my ammunition was faulty. It 
was this and the absence of a certain 
expression of idealism in her eyes, an 
impression of which has been conveyed 
to me by pictures that I have seen of 
Bernhardt, that told me. 

Then I asked her for a reminiscence 
of France and the war. Miss Ormsby 
conveyed my request. Instantly I found 
that picture of Bernhardt for which 
I had been searching. There crept in- 
to her eyes the dream and the fire 
which had been created in my mind's 
picture of her. Her slender fingers 
swept through her still gorgeous hair 
in an impetuous gesture, and she hes- 
itated a moment before answering. 
There seemed to me to be something 
of impatience in that gesture—some 
little betraying movement which seem- 
ed to say, “Here is another set ques- 
tion, a question which could mean a 
great deal, but which is intended only 
to bring forth something sensational 
over which somebody may write a 
catchy headline!” 

And so—I got another stereotyped an- 
swer—brief, only a dozen words or so~— 

“Mme. Bernhardt says her reminis- 
cences are Of France fighting with a 
wonderful spirit and invincible faith 
for certain victory in a cause which 
is just,” said Miss Ormsby. 

I pressed the question, and Mme. 
Bernhardt told of how she had played 
for the soldiers back of the lines in 
France. She said that she had never 
experienced ‘before any audience the 
pleasure she found in playing for these 
soldiers. Certainly no artist ever had 
such an audience as that described by 
Mme. Bernhardt. There were no carp-

GREAT BRITAIN TO LEASE 
GREEK MERCHANT SHIPS 


Constantine and Cabinet Dis- 
cuss Proposal—Ship Own- 
ers Are Willing. 


Athens, Greece, January 21.—(Via 
London.)—The cabinet today discussed 
at length a British proposal to lease 
the Greek merchant marine. It was 
decided to take measurés to assure the 
retention of the number of ships neces- 
sary to provide the foodstuffs which 
Greece requires. 

According to a high official, two 
considerations already have put Greek 
ship Owners in the hands of the en- 
tente, namely, coal and insurance. The 
latter, it was pointed out, might be 
secured in the United States, 
former, according to this authority, 
was sufficient to induce owners to ac- 
cede to the proposals of Great Britain. 

The removal of Greek troops and 
war material to the Peloponessus con- 
tinues. It is believed the transporta- 
tion of artillery will be completed 
next week when the blockade can be 
lifted. The entire transfer will be 
finished in a fortnight, according to 
present indications. 


School Census Planned. 


Thomson, Ga., January 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—With a view of ascertaining the 
exact number of children eligible for 
school duty, a school census of Thom- 
son will be taken in the near future. 
The new compulsory school law re- 
quires that all children of certain ages 
must attend school a given length of 
time each year, and in order to com- 
ply with this requirement it is neces- 
sary to ascertain the exact number 
who are supposed to attend.
